Major General Francois Louis 
Lessard C.B., took his place in 
Canadian military history as one 
af its greatest figures. A splen- 
did horseman, a skilful swordsman 
and a dashing leader of mounted 
troops, he was the beau ideal of a 
eavalryman, and throughout ‘his 
long and honorable career ‘his ‘chief 
ambition was to bring the mounted 
branch of the Canadian service to 
ain efficiency which would chaillen- 
ge comparison with any similar 
force in the world. The Royal 
Canadian Dragoons to this day 
bears the imprint of his skilful! 


hand, for, during his tenure of the 
command, he fashioned this corps 











into one of the most efficient 
mounted units in the British Em- 
pire. testimony to which fact was 
given by one of our Giovernors- 
General, H.R.H. the Duke wif Con- 
nauht, himself a soldier of estab- 
lished repute. 

Born in Quebec on December 9, 
1860, the son of the late Louis Les- 


gard, Ste. Fove road, he received 


his education in the ancient capftall 
and entered commerial life in his 
uineteenth vear But the army 
beckoned to him ere the hhad at 
tained his ‘twentieth birthday aind 
and he forsook commerdial pur 
suits in order to take a course at 
the old Garrison Artillery School 
the Quebec citadel.

The old men dream dreams and 
the yvonne men see visions. As in 
the days of the ancients so-to-day— 


'the old men dream their dreams 


and the vounge men see their vi- 
sions, 

The old men dream of the days 
when cavalry was the ‘‘Queen of 
the Battlefields.*’ Sole bearers of 
information about the enemy ; pro- 
tectors of the slow-moving columns ; 
a galloping mass of horsemen ha- 
rassing the enemy jm his retire- 
ment and turning retreat into rout. 
A corps highly admired ‘by other 
arms; deeply respected by other 
nations. 

The young men’s visions are of 
cavalry. Miniature 
tanks sweeping line after line adross 
country, spitting fire from some 
death-dealing automatid weapon. 
Close in support, some more heav- 
ily-armed monster ,infantry in me- 
chanical convevances, and mechan- 


lurching their way across some 
fire-swept battlefield 

Which of these are right? 

The old men’s dreams are gone; 
the young men’s visions may never 
materialize, 

Probably a combination of the 
two is the solution 

Cavalry, since the war, has un- 
dergone continuous criticism, both 
reasonable and unreasonable, sound 
and unsound.

Mechanism 
instead of making an end of the 
horseman, has opened up to him 
possibilities never dreamt of be- 
fore. 

Mechanical transport has reliev- 
ed the horse of all unnecessary 
weight, and given him inereased 
marching power. It has enabled 
more S.A.A. to ‘be carried to in- 
crease the fire power. 

Mechanized machine guins have 
increased the mobility of the main 
bulk of | 
new weapon with its mobility in- 
ereased and its hitting power doub- 
led. 

Our sabre squadrons are now 
very similar to those famous horse- 


men off the American Civil War, | 


who were renowned for their mobi- 
lity, reconnoitring abilities and sur- 
prise appearances in front of the 
enemy. Our ‘horsemen have the 


added advantage of enormous fire | 


support from machine guns. When 
we think of the performances of the 
Federal and Confederate cavalry 
in those days, in spite of the blund- 
ers which their commanders some- 
times committed we may surely be 
permitted to visualize a future for 
our new model cavalry. 

The mechanical side of our Ar- 
my is as vet young, 
improve by leaps and bounds. It 
has replaced the horse on the l- 
nes of communication and to a 


great extent in the artillery. Can] 


anyone say that for years to come 
it will be able to replace the caval- 
ry patrol on reconnaissance, where 
silence and secrecy are estential’ i 
or the cavalry regiment on protec- 
tive duties? 

Does the mechanical force pos- 
sess the element of surprise? And, 
lastly, shall we never have an anti- 
tank weapon? 

The horse and machine will as- 


sist each other; but the one without 


the other would be helpless. 
‘So take heart you 
who think the days of the cavalry 
are gone. Think, rather, that the 
“foot slogeing’’ are num- 
bered.

A sudden 
order about a week previous had 
carried the ‘“‘Royal Canadians’’ 
from garrison duty at Springs in 
the Transvaal to Velverdign, a 
point on the railway some distande 
north of Kroonstad in the Free 
State, to form part of a ‘‘mobile’’ 
eclumn under Major-General Fitz- 
roy Hart, V.C., who thad been di- 
rected by Licrd Kitehner to ¢o-oper- 
ate with certain othercolumins north 
of the Vaal in the attempt to head 
off De Wet’s raiders, bring them to 
action, and ‘capiure them if at all 
possible, “Easier said than 
done,’*’ for this was especially a 
job for the mcunted trceops and 
horse gunners, had we had enough 
of them, but as the great bulk 
of the British Army in Africa at 
this time was made up of fcbt- 
men, the operating eoluwmns had 
perforce to be composed largely of 
this element. This naturally tied 
down our columns to the rate of 
advanee of tired infamtry and gave 
the Boers, who were all mounted, 
and had usually spare horses to 
hoot, a very great advantage which 
they very preperly utilized to the 
Tull. 

On this partidular oceasion, after 
an especially hot and trying day, 
the cavalry reportel the enemy 
only some five miles in front and 
help up at tthe Lindequee crossing 
cif the Vaal ‘by one of our Trans- 
vaal columns.

[ was alone and had no means of 
enforcing my wrders, and my see.

most out of sight I hastened off to 
rejoin them, leaving the ‘Irishmen 
to their fate. On reaching bivou- 
ac, something over an ‘hour later, 
I reported ‘the incident, but never 
heard anything more of the strag- 
olers. We mived on early next 
morning and whether they rejoin- 
ed during the night in time to 
go ‘on with us, or were picked up 
by the Boers, we never heard. This 
was one of the litthe mysteries of 
the South African veldt—that vast 
expanse which (‘from time  im- 
memorial has had so many dis- 
appearances that hhave never ‘been 
accounted for. 

During the next day or two 
the march became even more try- 
ing and ‘the horses of our cavalry 
and mounted infantry showed 
signs of terrible suffering. We 
had previously seen many animals 
of the mounted troops in more or 
less distress, but we now began 
to pass many dead and dving ‘hor- 
ses along the road. At one place for 
some distance there seemed to be 
a dead animal for every hundred 
yards. It was all very pitiful, and
